Later came Norah Bayes, Eva Tanguay, 
Nazim ova. Fanny Brice. W. C. Fields, George Jessel, Eddie Can­ 
tor, Bums and Allen, “Bojangles” Robinson—not to mention Mrs. 
Pat Campbell and Broadway columnist Louis Sobol. They all 
loved the Palace—and joined in the lamentations when talking 
movies spelled doom for the old two-a-day in 1932.

The Johnson Administration 
considers its significant that it 
put through its wartime tax bill 
with the loss of only two Sena­ 
torial votes, those of Wayne 
Morse of Oregon and Ernest 
Gruelling of Alaska.

Senator Vance 
Hartke,

from

diana, who annoyed the White 
House earlier in the year by 
giving leadership to a group of 
Senators who opposed resump­ 
tion of North Vietnam bombing 
raids, tried to tie an exemption 
of residential telephone excises 
to the Johnson tax bill. Hartke’s 
justification for his anti-Admin- 
i s t r a t i o n stand was two­ 
pronged: (a) he thought restora­ 
tion of excises might contribute 
to a “depression within a war 
boom” by drying up purchasing 
powrer, and (b) he considered it 
poor policy from the standpoint 
of war morale to impose “selec­ 
tive sacrifice” on telephone us­ 
ers, a great majority of whom 
are already struggling to make 
ends meet. 
Th astounding thing about 
the Hartke dissent from the LBJ 
program h e r e 
is that it rall­ 
ied a formidable coalition of 
war hawk Southern Democrats, 
liberal Democratic doves from 
the north and west, and Repub­ 
licans. 
By enlisting a mixed 
group including Dick Russell of 
Georgia, Abe Ribicoff of Con­ 
necticut, Prouty of Vermont, 
and 
Mrs. 
Smith 
of Maine, 
Hartke beat the Administration 
on the floor of the Senate by a 
46 to 42 vote He had a 47-41 
victory the first time around, 
but lost his sidekick. 
Demo­ 
crat Eugene McCarthy of Min­ 
nesota, on the final tally Five 
absentees announced they would 
have voted to oppose restora­ 


tion of the telephone excises if 
they had been present, which 
means that Hartke actually had 
an absolute majority of the 
Senate on his side. To defeat the 
Hartke measure, 
the 
Admin­ 
istration had to rely on the Sen­ 
ate-House conference, which ob­ 
ligingly knocked it out. 
The 
telephone 
excise 
tax 
doesn’t involve much money, 
and the quarrel over it is main­ 
ly important as a symptom. 
What makes the fight interest­ 
ing — and perhaps an important 
augury of things to come — is 
that it showed a complete will­ 
ingness on the part of several 
Democratic Senators to trade 
with each other on anti-Admin- 
istration legislation. 
Hartke, reversing his stand 
as of a year ago, went along 
with Abe Ribicoff of Connecti­ 
cut in attempting to add a pro­ 
vision allowing for college edu­ 
cation income tax credits to the 
Vietnamese War tax bill. This 
provision, which would have 
cost the Administration a billion 
a year, was defeated, but it pro­ 
duced a Ribicoff-Hartke axis 
that could carry over for the 
future. 
Moreover, as a condition of 
defeating Hartke in conference, 
the Administration had to give 
Prouty of Vermont a compro­ 
mise on his attempt to extend 
Social Security coverage to 1.8 
million additional old persons. 
The Senate-House conference fi­ 
nally settled for $35 a month 
for 300,000 people over the age 
of 72 who are not now covered 
by Social Security.

Hartke and Ribicoff couldn’t 
win in the showdowns on excises 
and educational tax credits, they

helped Prouty salvage some­ 
thing of his bill, which the Ad­ 
ministration wanted nothing of 
at this particular point. 
It is too early to say whether 
Johnson is in deep trouble in 
the Senate. When the chips are 
down on the Vietnamese War is­ 
sue, the tendency of the doves 
is to submit finally in the name 
of patriotism. But it could be 
noteworthy that LBJ is having 
trouble getting people like Sen­ 
ator Sparkman 
and

crats are wary of hitting at the 
consumer; conservative Demo­ 
crats who would ordinarily fol­ 
low LBJ balk at introducing leg­ 
islation for liberalizing trade 
with Red satellites in eastern 
Europe as long as Soviet Rua- 
sia is sending arms to North 
Vietnam. 
With so much individual re ­ 
belliousness at large, who can 
tell what Congressional coali­ 
tions will form to balk Lyndon 
Johnson before election day la 
here?
